‘_COATICOOKE, Que., Sept. 4—Har- 
ry Kendall’ Thaw, pried out of the 
Sherbrooke jailion’a writ of habeas 
corpus, obtained by a coup of William 
Travers Jerome, occupied three min- 


ules of, rty yesterday afternoon 
and wi en seized by the Dominion 
immigration authorities and bustled 


by automodile to this little town, 
where last night he paced the floor in 
the immigration detention room over 
the 'G.T.R. station. To-day a special 
board of enquiry will sit in his case 
and by night he may bé thrust across 
the Vermont border as an undesirable 
alien. His lawyers have planned no 
procedure to resist extradition to New 
York, and the belief was current Jast 
night that before many hours Thaw 
would be back in the Matteawan Asy- 
lum for the ¢rimima!l insane, from 
which he escaped on Sunday, Aug. 17. 

The beginning of the end of Thaw's 
refuge in Canada came with dramatic 
swiftness, A writ of habeas corpus [s- 
sued out last Saturday at the direc- 
ton of Jerome, with John Boudreau, 
chief of police of this village, as peti- 
Uoner, was sustained at 2.05 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon by Matthew 
Hutchinson, Superior Judge of the 
District of St. Francis, sitting in 
Chambers at Sherbrooke. Stolid, pal- 
lid, numb, Thaw sat nat five feet 
from the judge as he read. When, 
in the very last paragraph, the court 
declared him a free man, whether he 
desired his liberty or not, Thaw seem- 
ed to crumple up in the lounge where 
be sat. A cigar stump fell from his 
feft hand and scattered ashes on the 
Soor; from his right hand fluttered 
two gay bits of ribbon a child had 


given him. 
But he did not W. K. Me- 
Keown of bis counsel; léAned over and 


patting him on the shoulder, whis- 
bered. Thaw raised his big staring 
eyes and stood up. Immigration of- 
Gcers in the room headed by E. B. 
Robertson, assistant superintendent, 
moved near him, and thes Thaw be- 
gan slowly to move to the door. At 
the threshold Robertson sald simply: 
“Come with us, Mr. Thaw.” And 
without a word except a hoarse good- 
bye to the reporters, Thaw obeyed. 
Five minutes later a gray roadster 


streaked away from the courthouse. 


In the back seat was Thaw. He had 
aot even been given time to pack his 
belongings and voluminous corre- 
spondence in his cell, In an hour he 
was here in Coaticooke, guarded in 
the detention room by two stalwart 
Dominion police. None but coun- 
tel was allowed to ace him, 

Thaw expressed: sp, surprise, evi- 
denced no grief. Behind him trained 
hls defeated lawyers. W. L. Shurt- 
lef, the frst to arrive, issued this 
statement;, 

““If they have doctors all ready to 
pronounce Thaw insane, as I am in- 
formed they have, there is almost no 
bope of preventing’ hia immediate de- 
portation. I believe if we could find 
a way to get the case into the courts 
wo would have a good chance to prove 
this immigration act unconstitutional 
on the ground that it is inconsistent 
with the Ashburton treaty. But {f the 
Butborities at Ottawa are as deter- 
mined to send Thaw back as they 
teem to be then I doubt very much if 
they would pay any attention to any 
writ of probibition we might obtain.”

the late Prince Lultpold. Before he 
was thus placed under restraint, Louis 
had killed two domestics, one with a 
revolver and the other with # blow 
of his fist, for he was aman of ter 
rific strength. He added a third vic- 
tim to his list on the night when he 
made his attempt to escape by swim- 
ming across the Stgremberg Lake, for 
he strangled the physician who en- 
deavored to prevent him, Louis him- 
self was drowned, 3 

Big Brutal Russlan 

Another assassin of equal if not 
greater strength and violence, ab 
though not of royal rank, was Count 
Stroganoff, the husband of the Grand 
Duchess Marie Nicolalevitch of Rus- 
sia. On one occasion the Count, who 
was reckoned at once the strongest 
and the handsomest man in the Rus- 
sian army, was visiting at Nice with 
his wife, and a hairdresser was called 
In to attend the Grand Duchess. 

Stroganoff became seized with the 
notion that the fellow was displaying 
rather too much” familiarity with the 
distinguished Indy whose colffure he 
was atranging and without any warn: 
Ang hurled him bodily through the 
window of the apartment, which was 
twaq storeys above the street. The 
unfortunate hairdresser died next-day 
as a result of his injuries, The Count 
was at once arrested, charged with 
maxsjaughter; and-preceedings were 
not-abandoned until bis wife had hur 
ried to Paris and Nad implored the 
Emperor Napoleon to intervene,

Napoleon II. is credited with a long 
Ust of assassinations, but Jt is dificult 
to say with what justice. His cousin, 
Prince Pierre Bonaparte, was obliged 
to fleo from Italy in his youth in order 
to avoid the police, who went to arrest 
him for having murdered a ground- 
keeper who had caught him.poaching. 
Twenty-five years later hoe killed an- 
other man, 

There seems to be no reason to 
doubt that ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid kil- 
led several persons while he occupied 
the throne of Turkey.. The Sultan 
was always armed, and became ex- 
pert in. the use of a revolver. One 
day he came upon a man in his gar- 
dens who acted [n a peculiar manner, 
The Sultan at once drew his revolver 
and shot him dead. On another oc- 
casion he set upon and beat a little 
six-year-old girl to death, It appears 
that the child, the daughter of a slave 
in the harem, was a favorite with the 
Sultan, and used to play about in hit 
epartments.

For 
when he bullt his foundations he im 
tended to put a dome of inuch less 
altitude, and consequently much less 
weight, upon them than he actually 
did.”

Government Plant at Allred Under Control of Company has had Suc. 
"cessful Seaso—Five Dollars a on for Product 





OTTAWA, Sept. 5.—About — 1,000 


| tons of peat from the plant at Alfred, 


Ont., will be wld in Ottawa this win- 
ter. The price of this commodity to 
Ottawa people wil! probably be $5 per 
ton. 

Tho government, three years ago, as 
an experiment, installed a plant there 
that proved most successful in Europe 
and turned out 30 tons of peat a day. 
Later the government sold their por- 
tion of the bog to private interests 
who haro installed improved machin- 
ery. 

Two years ago peat from this bog 
was sold here and found a ready mar- 
ket. Now 2,000 tons of peat will be 
on sale and Ottawa gets about half of 
it. 

By analysis one ton of hard cos] gocs 
as far as one ton and three-quarters of 
peat. By actual practice this is not 
tho case, for much is lost in the coal 
by combustion and in the escaping of 
half-bufned clinkers, whereas in peat 
the combustion is almost complete and 
the substance is burned away to a fine 
ash. 

Canada has 37,000 square miles’ of 
known peat bogs, constituting a po- 
tential national asset of enormous val- 
uo. Four bogs within a few miles of 
Ottawa, examined by government ex- 
perts, are estimated to contain over 
25,000,000 tons of fucl, These ure at 
Mer Bleau, Alfred, Newington and 
Brockville. 

At ‘present there are only two peat 
plants in commercial operation in 
Canada, one at Farnham, Que., and 
the one at Alfred, which is about 7,000 
acres in extent,

Of his Comlessor 


ROME, Sept. 8.—Cardinal Jove Ca- 
lasanz Vives of Tuto, Prefect of the 
Congregation for the Affairs of the 
Religious, #d Confessor to His Holi- 
ness the Pope, died on Sunday, fol- 
lowing an operation for appendicitis 
performed the day hefore. 

Cardinal Vives of Tuto was a Span- 
iar, born nt St. Andrea del Levaner- 
as, in the Diocese of Barcelona, on 
February 15, 184. . He was proclaim- 
ed a Cardinal on June 19, 1899. Ne 
man enjoyed the Pope's confidence as 
fully as this Spanish Monk, or exer- 
cised as much influence upen Pius 
X's policy. In Rome it-is well known 
that he had a great deal to do with 
the drawing up of that series of de- 
erees—Borromeo Encyclical, the Mod- 
ernist oath, the “Ne Temere’’ decree, 
and the rest—which have given dis- 
tinction to the reign of the present 
Pontiff. 1t is recalled now that Car- 
dinal Vives of Tuto, removed both 
the General of the Franciscans and 
the General of the Brothers of Merey 
with a stroke of his pen. 

Early in the summer, it was re- 
ported that the Cardinal had become 
mentally afflicted, but later on phy- 
sicians diagnosed his case as neuras 
thenia and he retired to a monas- 
try at Frascati, a short distance 
from Rome. 

Pope Pius was deeply affected by 
the death of Cardinal Vives of Tute, 
and exclaimed: “I have lost one of 
iy best friends, and the Church one 
of its greatest supporters.”

BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 13—The firat 
event of yesterday's meeting of thre 
British’ Association was a full-dress 
debate by all tho jJeading authorities 
on radium, Madame Curie, described 
by Sir Oliver Lodge as the greatest of 
all women scientists, and who was 
one of the few women attending the 
debate, bas the extreme modesty of 
genius, She could hardly be persuad- 
od by Sir Oliver to take a front place, 
or by the others to talk about her- 
self and her work. 7 a 
The women are making the sub- 
section of psychology their own. 
The older scientists deny that this is 
a science at all, and are vexed that it 
receives so much attention. They 
have even suggested that tho inclu- 
sion of this section is a suffragetie 
plot. The promiso of « paper assert- 
ing {intellectual similarity between 
man and woman jn all the higher 
scale subjects is taken as a corrobor- 
ation of this unworthy suspicion.

Games Netted Him-no Cash 


It will not be long before Hughie 
Jennings can look back on a quarter 
of a century of: ball playing. The 
Detroit leader, started) playing _pro- 
fessional ball on June 16, 1890, as a 
member of. the Allentown Club of the 
Eastern Interstate. League, the -dia- 
‘mond on whith he made his debut 
‘being located In Altoona, Pa. 

He was signed: by the manager of 
the Allentown Club as a catcher, but 
¢ waa as a right fielder that he broke 
nto the profession. He- got one hit 
in four times at bat In the first game 
in which he participated, and fielded 
perfectly, possibly because he was of- 
fered no chances on the defence. The 
next day the Allentown manager, who 
was Charley Mason, tried Hughie at 
short field, where he cared for seven

Is Crop Estimate 


The Winnipeg Free Press of Sept. 
11th presented its official estimate of 
the crop of 1913, In the data forsthis 
estimate the commercial editor spent 
heaps two months driving and motor- 
ing 1,493 miles througk the crop, ex- 
amining carefully hundreds of sam- 
ples taken in the fields and in addi- 
tion to the mileage driven and motor- 
ed has travelled over 6,000 miles by 
train. 

AIL the’ largest crop-producing areas 
of the. three Western Provinces: have 
been visited. Each dags's report was 
made on the actual conditions found 
to exist on the day the district’ was 
visited. The first district was inspect- 
el July dth and the last district on 
September Gth. Care has been taker 
to recheck the earlier visited dis 
tricts to ascertain what improvement 
or depreciation may have taken place 
} since they were visited. On the whole, 

the changes were comparatively small. 

For example, Carberry, © inspected 

July 7th, estimated at 22 to 24 lush- 
els, reports an average of 20 now being 

threshed. Melita, estimated at 16 

bushels on July 28th, reports an av- 

erage of TE being threshed. . On the 
other hand, Brandon, inspected on 

July 17th and estimated at from 16 to 

17 hushels, is threshing out an average 

of 20 or a little over.

on record by a; fall ten’ minutes. The 
nearest approach to it was made by the 
Binghampton club aganist the Albany [ 
team of the New York =-State league 
when they rushed through a game in 
forty-two minntes. In’ September, 1905, 
Atlsnta-was the ecene of another hurry- 
up contest, when the Crackers and 
Shreveport: pulled off a | pastime — in 
forty-four’ minutes. Back. in 1898 San 
Francisco and Oakland turned the 
trick in forty-seven minutes,- which 
then constituted a record, tying that 
setup in 1884 by the Dayton und Iron- 
ton, O., clube, It’is a coincidence that 
all but‘one of these exceptionally rapid 
games were played during the month of 
September. The time record for a 
doubleheader of two full games was 
hung up in 1905, with the Oakland and 
Los Angeles clubs of the Coast League 
doing the rush stunt.

brooke of Distinguished Family 


Lfeut.Col. the Hon. Henry Aylmer, 
sheriff of the district of St. Francis, 
Que,, into whose custody Harry Thaw 
came when that troublesome young 
man slipped across the border, was 
well known in Canadian polltics nearly 
40 years ago, He sat in tho Dominton 
House of Commons as Liberal M.P. 
for Richmond and Wolfe, from 1874 
to 1878, when he lost his seat. Ho 
wos defeated in 1880 when he ¢on- 
tested chmond for the Quebec legis- 
lature, and in 1896 he was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Sherbrooke in 
the Dominion House. Yarller In his 
career he served 12 years in the 
Royal Marine Artillery, On return- 
ing to Canada be was called to the 
bar and practised his profession for 
many years at Melbourne, Que. In 
1877 he commanded the Canadian 
Wimbledon rifle team. The year be- 
foro he had organized the Iithmond 
Field Battery of Artillery, and com: 
tuanded it until 1887, when he retired 
from the service with the rank of 
Heut-colonel. In 1900 he was ap 
pointed shetiff, 

The first Lord Aylmer, a distingulsh- 
ed naval officer in the relgn of James 
11, was elevated to the peerage of 
Irelard as a reward. for his profes- 
sional services. The Sth baron was 
&@ general In the army, and commanded 
a brigade under Wellington in the 
Peninsular War. In 1828 he was ap- 
pointed Governor-General of Canada, 
and held the appointment nearly five 
years. He died in 1850, and was suc- 
ceeded. by his. brother’ Frederick, 6th 
baron, who dled unmarried in 1858.

Young Canadian 
Attacked by Bandits 


Finally Saves bis Life—Believes 
Rivals in Love are Assaulants, 


NEW ORLEANS, La, Sept. 20.— 
‘Alter reciting a most thrilling tale o! 
a battle with three bandits on the 
road from Tegucigalpa to the coast, 
Chhrles W. Stuart, son of the late 
Bir Charles W. Stuart, a Montreal 
banker, and a lineal descendant «t 
King Charles I., has left here to-day 
for New York to be treated fora 
wound received in the encounter. He 
in twenty-two years old, and = was 
chief draughtsman of the Tela Rail- 
way Company. With valuable pa- 
pers he was coming down the trail 
from the capital, driving a horse and 
a pack mule, 

He had a large sum of money, and 
had also become engaged to marry 
Benorita Hortensia Diuz Zelaya, 3! 
Tegucigalpa. The bandits — were 
either robbers or hired assassins o! 
his rivals, he thinks. The attack oc- 

‘curred at Piedra Lintada( Painted 
Rock,) which has been the scene of 
the murder of twenty men and two 
women within two weeks. 


On August 25th, his financee und 
other friends had accompanied him to 
the top of the mountains to bid him 
Godspeed. He hoped to reach Pro- 
teccion Ranch for the first nights 
stop, but he missed the road. 

Several hours were lost, it was 
dark when he sighted ahead of: him 
the Painted Rocks, so called from the 
red crosses painted on them to mark 
the spot where bandit victims had 
been killed. He prepared himself for 
a possible fight, unslinging his auto- 
matic revolver. The train ran just 
hetween the rocks, and to avoid this 
spot Mr. Stuart branched off down a 
precipitous bank and came out on the 
other side of the rocks, 

When he reappeared the bandits be- 
gan firing from the rear at a «listance 
of 300 yards. The first three shots 
went through the head and shoulders 
of the mule. Another clipped some 
hair from. Mr. Stuart's head, making 
a hole in his hat. 

“I made'the mule my protection’’, 
said the young man, “and as I could 
not get a shot at the robbers I wait- 
ed Wy opportunity. Just then an- 
other shot came which caused the 
mule to rise suddenly and stagzer, 
Jeaving me on the open road without 
protection. About filty shots had 
fired at me before I could gain pro- 
tection behind some boulders. Then 
came the shot which they thought 
had finished me, the one which graz- 
ed my temple, scraping the bone. 

“They thought I was dead, but ! 
was lying flat with my automatic 
resting on my arm, Then the bandits 
came into the open. At first I could 
not pull the trigger of my revolver, 
although I’ tried several times. In the 
gun flash: of one of the two others 1 
saw I saw him approaching with ma- 
chette upraised. Then I fired and he 
fell. The two others quit firing and 1 
took to the,mountains. By the time 
I reached Proteccion I was stripped 
amost naked from climbing through 
brush and down cliffs. I lost my

KINGSTON, Sept. Fi ae Shortly after 
Doon yesterday a huge trustle work 
on the const of the C. PLR. 
about ten miles east of Parham vil- 
Inge collapsed and fell a distance ot 
over forty feet, carrying down with it 
the temporary tracks which were n0- 
ing used for carrying the cars over. 
The sunken trestle is three hundred 
feet long and spans a hollow between 
two hills. : 

Over 1,200 cartoads Of ballast and 
earth had been dumped inty the hol- 
low before the collapse and it would 
have required a great many more 
loads to complete the fll. 

Fortunately as far a4 can be learn- 
ed there were no trains or workmen 
on or sround the structure when the 
collapse came, The huge timbers and 
girders were twisted and broken by 
the fall, and the structure is 2 tang- 
led mass ot the bottom of the ravine. 
It will take several «days to replace it 
and in the meantime the wokk ot 
ballasting other parts of the line will 
be hekl up. The companty has a 
gang of men busy today — getting 
ready to proceed with the work of re- 
pairing the danage.

duced, and a general overhauling of station property, as well as the 
construction of several new and attractive station houses, including one 
at Truro which will rank among the finest in the Dominion. 

The two new departments, which are being created, will result in 
the centralization of work which was formerly scattered over several 
departments. A fuel superintendent has been appointed who will exer- 
+ cise greater supervision in the coal buying. The railway is now paying 
from forty to fifty cents more a ton for their coal;than eighteen months 
igo—forty cents more at the mine and fifty cents more delivered at the 
water front at Levis and other places. The value of the appointment of 
a fucl superintendent, would be in the fact that a closer inspection would 
bz possible, assuring a better grade of coal and more economical hand-

British Navy 





Wyebridge, in Surrey {s very proud 
of John Durrant who went to mea 
ninety years ago and is still alive aod 
well at the ago of 104. When four- 
teen years old he joined the Campden, 
@ merchant vessel The destination of 
the Campden was Quebec, and that 
city, has probably never been in a 
more pitiable condition than when the 
English vessel arrived. 

“We bad a good view of Champlain 
street, which runs near the docks,” 
sald Mr, Durrant, “and we were 
alarmed to discover that the city was 
fo the grip of yellow fever, or some- 
thing equally as devastating. Nine 
Out of every ten houses that we could 
see had nobody living in them, and 
the, doors were painted with a red 
cross to indicate that they had bren 
visited by the fever,” 

Three yeara later Durrant joined 
Sir John Franklin's expedition which 
was then preparing to go to the Arc 
tle—tho ill-fated party not one of 
whose members ever returned from 
the frozen North. At the last moment 
however, Durrant was drafted {nto the 
Navy, joining H.M.S. Winchester, 

The captain of the Winchester was 
® Captain P—, of whom old John 
entertains anything but pleasant re 
collections. He was of the old school 
of naval commanders, who prescribed 
fogging for the moat trifling offences. 

Saw Terrible Floggings 

“The Winchester was the flagship 
of Admiral Harvey, whose son was 
on-board as flag-Neutenant,” said Mr, 
Durrant, “and we were to pick up the 
Adiniral at Halifax and then proceed 
to Barbadoes, We were a little over

It has an area of 1§5,764,000 ‘acrés, the greater part ‘of 
which, lying to the north of established railway lines, is not yet within 
the reach of the settler. The occupied farms, which in 1911 numbered 
96,371, compared with 13,612. in 1908, have an area of 28,642,000 
acres which compares with 3,833,000 acres ten years earlier. As these 
figures indicate, the Saskatchewan farms are large, the average in 1911 
being 299 acres. “As the province grows in age this figure will likely 
decline.” The most telling evidence of the development that has been 
guing on is found in the records of the crops gathered in the years pre- 
ceding the census takers’ visits, 1900 and 1910. They show as follows:

When the report upon the new 
Japanese 14-Inch guns was recelved, 
British experts concluded that a limit 
to the size of modern aftillery had 
been reached. But the Mmit fn this 
direction is by no means in sight, for 
the battleship that will constitute a 
naval record—H.M.3," Warspite—will 

mount 16-inch guns. 

These great weapons will be the 
largest and most powerful guns In the 
world, no other nation, with the ex- 
ception of Japan, having artillery with 
aw greater calibre than 13.6 inches. 
Even Germany, after all her expendi- 
ture, cannot boast of guns of such im. 
mense size. 2 

These monater pleces have a range 
of twenty miles, throwing a projectile 
1,800 pounds; but thir armor-plercing 
power Is limited to about one-quarter 
that distance against 12-Inch protec- 
thon plates. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with this shell is that the fuse {s safe- 
guarded by a pin tested to stand a 
breaking blow equivalent to thirty 
tons, so that {n the event of the pro- 
fectile being accidentally dropped, 
which sometimes happens, there Is 
little chance of It exploding. 

‘The earlier Dreadnoughts are armed 
with a 12-Inch weapon, throwing a 
shell 850 pounds in weight.

_ To be Retired 
Interior Department Inquiry Re- 


yeals Extensive Rake-Offs. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 29.—The retirement 
of a high officer of’ the interior de- 
partment may be anticipated very 
shortly. It will be recalled that an 
investigation into the alienation ef 
public Jands has been under investi- 
gation this summer by T. R. Fergu- 
son, K, C., a special commissioner, 
and in an interim report which he

The Englishman 
who works with his hands, the men 
in the factories, the day laborer, the 
farmers are not found in India, The 
beggar snob docs not know of their 
existence. He knows only the coolles 
and the Hindoos, who work with their 
hands, and he will not be one of 
them. He wishes to pattern his life 
after tha Englishman whom he knows. 
Hoe wants to have a servant and be 
walted on, and If he cannot he will 
not work, To dig with a shovel Is

ported on a scalo better than that of 
tho falthful workmen among the Hin- 


























doos and coolies, and the burden of i

When Lord Haldane wad, Minister 
of War heabolished the militidand the 
yeomanry, which were popular services, 
and which numbered 400,000,‘and in 
their place devised the Territorials, 
which are rot popular, and which can- 
not muster more than 260,000 men. He 
quarreled successively with the Duke 
of Connaught, whom he removed from 
office; Roberts, Kitchener and Baden 
Powell, He {s credited with being 
responsible for Baden Powell's retire- 
ment from the army. He declined to 
give any support to the’ Boy/ Scout 
Movement, tho Legion of (prontiers 
men, the Royal Naval Reserve or the 
Royal Naval Volunteers, He was able, 
however, to convince his colleagues In 
the Cabinet of the wisdom of his 
course in these matters, and so was 
retained in the War Office. He went 
to Berlin on a mlasion that’ was sup- 
posed to have been arranged by the 
King and the British Cabinet. He 
spent a week there discussing affairs 
with the Kaiser and with the Imperial 
Chancellor and the Forelgn Minister. 
It was understood that matters intl- 
mately concerning the relations be 
tween the two countrica wero debated, 
and that certaln understandings were 
arrived at. When Lord Haldano left 
for home, {t was supposed that in a 
weck the British Cabinet would com- 
municate with the German Govern- 
ment and make a final decision In 
the mattera that bad been discussed. 
After a fortnight had passed and Géy 
many had heard nothing, a delicate 
Inquiry was made through the German 
Ambassador at London as to the de- 
elsion of the British Cabinet. Then 
came the ‘somewhat disconcerting re- 
ply that nelther the British Forelgn 
Secretary nor the British Cabinet had 
any views to express upon the sub- 
Jects discussed by Lord Haldane, since 
he had not been authorized to discuss 
these matters, and his conversations 
and promises had been made solely 
in his private capacity. At that time 
Sir Edward Grey had. been worrled 
by the weil mennt {rruption into 
forelgn affairs of Lloyd George and 
Winston Churchill, and the intrusion 
of Lord Haldane was too much for 
his patience, Then It is understood 
that ho laid down the ultimatum that 
Haldane should resign his portfollo 
in the War Office, It was also neces- 
sary that Germany should be assured 
that Lord Haldano had not been de 
spatched to “draw out” the German 
Government, .and.the resignation of 
tho Minister of War was the only way 
out of a very embarrassing situation,

“ROUMANA'S JEWS 


Bear 


Only In Russia’ Arecrk Are ‘They so Unfustly: 
Treated and una Cpecosseds pent 


Those who ought t to know aay “that 
outside of Russia the Jews are no- 
where worse treated than in Roums-| 
nia, They: are not only ii-used bel 
deprived of the ordinary rights" of 
citizenship, but when the powers’ in: 
alsted upon reform and’ forced ‘Row- 
mania to promise to mend ber ways, 
these promises were broken, They 
were renewed, andl again they were 
ignored. 

The prosecution ot the Jews Is sald 
to date from 1856, when Roumania 
adopted the representative form of 
government. Before that time there 
had been persecutions, but the Govern- 
ment could not be blamed for it, 
When the machinery of modern gov- 
ernment was belong assembdied, how- 
ever, it seemed that the wheel that 
was to make the Jew something more 
than a slave or an allen had been [[————————————_—_—_—__-__- 
omitted. Two yeara later the Treaty | 
of Paris bestowed civil rights upon 
the former subjects of Moldovia and 


; Walachia, without distinction as to 










creed. The Jews of the country there- 
upon declared that they had the same 
rights as apy other subjects, and 
though the Government passed no 
direct law excluding them, It declined 
to permit them to vote, on the ground 
that they were regarded as allens, 
They were not permitted to live out- 
sido a few cities, to keep hotels, to 
enter certain other employments, to 
have Christian servants or to build 
Were synagogues. 
Had to’be Sold! 

This was a severe blow to Jews, 
but they perceived a silvor lining to 
the cloud. If they were regarded as 
aliens, it was plain that they were not 
subject to military service, because 
an Act expressly excused aliens. They 
were told that while they were not 
allens In the sense that they could 
evade military service, they were 
aliens In other respects, In 1886 a 
law was passed declaring that only 
Christians might become naturalized, 
thus fixing a barrier between the Jews 
and any rights they might expect to 
have enjoyed by becoming naturalized. 
Up to this time the discriminations 
against the Jews had been perpetrated 
with some decorum and under the 
gulso of Iaw, but soon the mobs be- 


1 
camo inflamed and fiots followed. ordinary outrage. 


Jews were beaten and robbed and even 
murdered. There were massacres, and 
finally the powers ¥ero led to protest. 
In the Treaty of Berlin, by which 
Roumania was formally recognized, 
there was Inserted an article designed 
to protect the Jews. It was affirmed 
that they were to be treated exactly 
like other citizens. For a couple of 
years after this treaty the Roumanian 


‘Government sought to delay action. 


Evaded Treaty Obligations 

It argued that the Jews, who nom- 
dered half a million or so, could not 
be immediately admitted to the full 
rights of citizenship It desired to 
make citizens of them gradually, and 
so a beginning was made with tho 883 
Jews who had fought through the Rou- 
manian war of liberation. A bill was 
introduced and passed, and the first 
lot of Jewish citizens was thus created. 
Then the movement stopped, and In 
tho past thirty years not 200 Jews 
have been naturalized. 

From time to time one power after 
another has called the attention of the 
Roumanian Government to {ts failure 
to ablde by the terms of the Treaty 
of Berlin. The Roumantan Govern- 
ment however, has proved almost as 
skilful as the Government of tho for- 
mer Sultan of Turkey In evading Its 
pledges. The Jewish children are not 
allowed to attend the schools of the 


country, although the Jews aro taxed. 


to support them. Jewish workmen can 
be employed In factories only in the 
proportion of one Jew to two Chris- 
tians, and sceing that Jews are con-
